SENATE. 
Thursday, April 15th, 1824.—Ninety-fifth day. 


Mr. Liotp, of Massachusetts, from the Committee on Naval 
Affairs, to whom the subject was referred by a resolution of the 
Senate, of the 3rd February, reported a bill in addition to an act 
establishing Navy Hospitals; which was twice read by unanimous 
consent. 

He also laid on the table, a letter and documents from the Se- 
cretary of the Navy, relating to said bill; which were ordered to 
be printed for the use of the Senate. 

Mr. Taveor presented the memorial of Thomas Law, and 
others, in behalf of sundry citizens of the United States, lately 
assembled at Washington, praying the establishment of a national 
currency ; read, and referred to the Committee on Finance. 

Agreeably to notice given, Mr. Bansovn asked and obtained 
leave to bring in a bill for the relief of Nimrod Farrow and Ri- 
chard Harris, which was read and ordered to a second reading. 

On motion by Mr. Liorp, of Mass. the Senate resumed the 
report of the Committee on Naval Affairs, on the petition of Tho- 
mas Johnston—Mr, Kine, of Alab. in the chair ; Ordered, To lie 
on the table, and to be printed for the use of the Senate. 

Mr. Kevcy presented the petition of William Stedman, pray- 
ing remuneration for losses sustained’ by the impressment of his 
property into the public service during the late war; read, and 
referred to the Commiitee of Claims. 

On motion by Mr. Lioyp, of Mass. the Senate proceeded to 
consider, as in Committee of the whole, the bill for the relief of 
Barbara Paulas, and no amendment having been proposed, it was 
reported to the Senate, and ordered to a third reading. 

The engrossed bill, entitled “An act for the relief of Ichabod 
Lord Skinner, was read the third time aod passed, and the Secre- 
tary ordered to. request the concurrence of the House of Repre- 
sentatives therein. 

The Senate proceeded to consider, as in Committee of the whole, 
the bill supplementary to an act of Congress, passed on the 13th 
day of June, 1812, entitled “An act making further provision for 
settling the claims to land in the Territory of Missouri,” and the 
bilthaving been amended, and the blanks filled, it was reported to 
the Senate, and the amendments being concurred in. On the 
question, “ Shall this bill be engrossed and read a third time ?” 
it was determined in the affirmative. 

On motion by Mr. Lioyp, of Md. the Senate resumed. as in 
Committee of the whole, the bill for enclosing the burial ground 
of Christ Church Parish, and the same having been amended, it 
was reported to the Senate, and the amendment being concurred 
in, the bill was ordered to be eugrossed and read a third time.

Also, the bill to provide for the sale of the warehonse at 
the former quarantine ground, near the English turn, in the State 
of Louisiana, and for the erection of a dwelling house at the 
Balize, in said State,.for the use of the boarding officer at that 
place, and for other purposes ; and the bill having been amended, 
it was reported to the Senate, and the amendment being concur- 
red in, it was otdered to be engrossed and read a third time. Also

Also, the bill, entitled An 
act authorizing the executors of John B. Mebane, to collect cer- 
tain arrears of internal tax,” and no amendment having been pro’ 
posed, it was reported to the Senate, and ordered to a third 
reading.

Also, the 
bill in further addition to-“‘An act to establish an uniform rule of 
naturalization ;”’ laid on the table.
